In recent issues of the International 
Musician I com 
munications in regard to superannua 


have u0ticed several 
tion or pensions for aged and infirm 
musicians, and I desire to the 
opportunity to my sentiments 
on this swbject, as I think it is a move 
in the right direction, and the time is 
ripe now for the A. F. of M. to take 
some steps to provide for our aged, 
decrepit and infirm musicians. 

Other crafts make some provisions 
for their aged members “n the way of 
homes and pensions, and I think the 
A. F, of M. is just as well qualified to 
take care of their aged members. Mu- 
sicians as a rule, arrive at the age of 
infirmity earlier than other crafts. 
There are numerous instances where 
men of other crafts continue at their 
respective vocations at the age of’ 70, 
but there are not so many musicians 
working daily at their profession at 
the age of 65, or even 60, especially 
those who play wind instruments, be- 


take 


voice 


cause usually when they reach that 
age, they have to tand aside and 
make room for younger blood. Then 


is the time the A. F. of M. could step 
in and do something for their aged 
members, and demonstrate fully one 
of the objects for which the organ- 
ization of ifs members, and _ protec- 
tion at this time, in the time of need, 
would be very valuable. If some pro- 
vision could be made for our aged 
members, I think it would not only 
add prestige to our organization, but 
it would have a tendency of binding 
the membership closer together. 

I would suggest that the A. F. of M. 
establish a pension bureau with the 
object of taking care’ of the aged 
members. A pension system, in my 
opinion, would be preferable, cheaper 
and more satisfactory to the majority 
of the membership, than a home for 
aged musicians. While a home may 
have its advantages, yet it has its dis- 
advantages. Just imagine what the 
cost would be to build and maintain 
a home. Then there would be oc 
commodation only for a limited num 
ber of inmates, and vacancies would 
have to occur before others could be 
admitted, and that would cause dis 
satisfaction, 

Another question to be considered 
is, how many musicians would care to 
go to a home, knowing that by doing 
so they would have to leave their 
family circle and lifelong associates 
just at the time they would need com 
fort and companionship, and that time 
is when a man is old and infirm, 
therefore, I think a pension, even if 
it be small, would be acceptable and 
more satisfactory than a home. With 
a pension from the A. F. of M. and a 
little assistance that might be ob 
tained from some other source, the 
wolf could be kept from the door of

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pension bureau for the benefit of aged 
and infirm musicians, and in order to 
make the burden as light as possible 
upon the membership, to create and 
maintain a pension fund. I woukl 
suggest the following plan: 

Assess the entire membership of the 
A. F. of M. one dollar, same to be 
paid on or before January 1, 1914; 
then place an extra per capita tax of 
ten cents per member, per year, same 
to be paid semi-annually, on January 
Ist and July Ist, the first payment of 
ten cents per member in full to be 
paid on January 1, 1914. Now, assum- 
ing that we have a membership of 
60,000, the dollar assessment would 
realize $60,000; the per capita tax for 
one year would realize $6,000, the 
total would be $66,000; then invest 
the $66,000 at the rate of, say, 3 per 
cent, which would add $1,980 more; 
then at the close of the year 1914 we 
would have a total amount in the 
pension fund of $67,980, not including 
the per capita tax of $6,000 for the 
year 1914, This plan I think would 
be more satisfactory than the Locals 
holding entertainments, etc., to create 
and maintain a pension fund, as every 
member would be taxed alike. Then 
if the fund should be reduced below 
a stipulated amount, invest the Na- 
tional Executive Board with power to 
assess every member 25 cents or 50 
cents to raise the fund. Again, my 
plan to pension the members would 
be, on and after July 1, 1915 (that is 
allowing time for the funds to accu- 
mulate) all members of the A. .F. of 
M. in good standing, having a con- 
tinuous membership of 15 years, at 
the age of 60 years, and unable to 
earn their livelihood at the musical 
profession, be given a monthly pen- 
sion of $15.00 (or whatever amount 
be set), said amount to be paid quar- 
terly. 

This is only a tentative draft of a 
pension scheme, and is subject to al- 
teration and amendment, and I trust 
the question of pensions for aged mu- 
sicians will be taken up at the next 
convention and some effort made to- 
ward establishing a pension bureau f 
some , kind. Probably President 
Weber could appoint a special com- 
mittee at the convention on the pen- 
sion subject, to consider the advis- 
ability of establishing a pension bu- 
reau and listen to the views and sug- 
gestions of the delegates. I woufd 
suggest that every Local would co#- 
sider this question at their next regu- 
lar meeting and request ‘heir dele- 
gates to the next convention to ad- 
vocate a pension scheme, or do some- 
thing to protect our aged musicians. 
It would be a shame and a disgrace 
for such a noble and intelligent or- 
ganization as the A. F. of M. to per- 
mit any of their old and infirm mem- 
bers to die in want.

A REMINISCENCE. 
(By James T. Kenney, Local No. 9.) 

An article in a recent number of 
“The ‘Clipper,’ giving what. the 
writer said was a true account of a 
performance of an alleged Haverley 
Minstrels in Derry, N. H., some years 
ago, brought back to my mind another 
minstrel show, and, as the principal 
character in this story are the “Mu- 
sicians,” I am sending you the true 
tale, and I am sure that many of our 
brother members will recall some of 
their own old times as they peruse 
this article. 

We will not subject the principal 
character in this story to any em- 
barrassment, as he probably has made 
amends for omissions in the past 
(thanks to our establishing the A. F. 
of M.), and I will use a fictitious 
name, although he will be readily 
recognized ‘by many of the old-time 
musicians, around Boston particularly. 

An advertisement in the papers, 
calling for a first-class leader that 
doubled on cornet and violin, and was 
in possession of a set of band uni-

Jules Lyman. He had a beautiful, set 
of band togs, with old-fashioned long- 
tailed coats, red facings, and epaulets 
nearly a foot long, that made every 
man who wore them feel as if he was 
an admiral.. In the correspondence, 
he laid particular stress on the uni- 
forms, and enclosed a number of fake 
press notices as to the ability of his 
band: 

“Owing to the death, etc., of a man- 
ager who had engaged him and his 


prize instrumentalists, he was in a 
position to accept a good engage- 
ment.” 


The manager of the “Mammoth and 
Marvelous ‘Minstrels (fifty—count 
them) was to open a long season in 
Haverhill, and as the manager had 
put the “ad” in the papers, and knew 
nothing whatever of musicians, he 
“fell” for the uniforms and the press 
notices. The “Professor” was told to 
report with his “band” (who were ex- 
pected to parade every day and play 
for the show at night) at Haverhill on 
Monday morning; a ‘street parade 
would be held that noon and then re- 
hhearsal at the opera house. 

Fine for the “Professor.” He then 
started in writing, telegraphing, and 
engaging in person, twelve men to 
dowble in string and brags, as three 
performers would make up the drum 
section on the street.. The “Profes- 
sor” himself was rather queer as a 
performer, but he figured he would 
lean on the others, for, “was he not 
the leader?” 

Early the following Monday the 
hotel clerk in Haverhill thought that 
Coxey’s Army had blown in on him, 
and as they each asked for “Professor 
Lyman,” he gave the d‘rections to the 
room, and the band descended upon 
the “Professor.” It was then :'bout 
10:00 o’clock, and the street parade 
was scheduled to start at 11:45 sharp. 
The “Professor” had a throat afflic- 
tion and spoke very hoarsely, and he 
was quite a few minutes making him- 
self understood by the “artists” who, 
iby this time, had the room choked 
with violins, violas, tubas, baritones 
and valises. He directed them to get 
into the uniforms. Then the follow- 
ing conversation took place: 

“*Professor, ” said the man en- 
gaged to play solo cornet in the band 
and viola in the orchestra, “your tele- 
gram came to me in a bad time; you 
see, I have been playing nothing but 
viola for the past six months and I 
am rusty on the cornet at the present 
time; besides, I have not got my own 
mouthpiece; you will have to do most 
of the playing for a week or so until 
I get my lip up.” 

“Professor” nearly collapsed, but as 
he time for the first parade was draw- 
ing near, he made up his mind that 
the cornetist would be “canned” at 
the first opportunity. Just then the 
bass player confessed that he never 
,;owned a tuba till then and he fibbed 
so that he could catch on, as he 
needed the money, etc., etc.

“If I knew you were going to use

my low pitch instrument,” said tfie 
clarinet player. 

One after another of the band was 
coming to the “Professor” with an 
excuse, but “Professor” did not hear 
them, he was so dazed. 

By this time the manager was loudly 
calling for the “band,” and “Profes- 
sor” was wondering if he had better 
put armor of some kind under his 
uniform, for he was positive they 
would all ‘be shot before they Had 
played sixteen measures, 

In his excitement he passed out five 
ed books and seven ‘brown books, and 
despairingly said: “If we play, play 
number eight.” Now, number eight 
happened to be “Waterville March” 
in the red ‘book, and number eight 
was the “Miserere” in the ‘brown 
book. 

The parade formed in front of tne 
hotel with the manager in front. 

“Start right off with a good, strong 
march,” directed the manager. 


“Yes,” wailed the “Professor.” 

“Forward, march,” said the man- 
ager. 

“Oh, my Gott,” said the “Profes- 
sor.” 

“Rub, rub, rub, rub,” went the 
drummer. 

“Music! Music! Why don’t you 


play—are you dead?” said the man- 
ager.

The show was given with a 
piano player that night, ‘but it was 
never given again. The “Marvelous 
Mommoth Minstrels” opened and 
closed in Haverhill. Professor Lyman 
left Boston and went South. We hear 
that he is there at the present time, 
but we are not sure that he has his 
uniforms with him.

At the 
time of leaving Christ church he was 
presented with a loving cup in appre- 
ciation of his long and faithful service. 

He was married in 1866, his wife 
dying several years 2go. 

Mr. Tinnette was famous locally 
years ago as “Dead Dick,” in 
amateur productions of Pinafore. In 
those days John T. Sullivan, who later 
married Rose Coghlin, and Homer 
Warren, were included in the produc- 
tions. For years he was the head of 
Tinnette’s Orchestra, which had a big 
reputation in this part of the State. 
The orchestra gave Tin- 
nette’s hall, Catherine and Rivard sts., 
every Sunday. 

In recent years he was a member of 
the Cadillac hotel orchestra, in which 
he played his last selections New 
years eve of this year.

The Secretary of the Agriculture Board of Nebraska 
has received bids from 273 Nebraska bands offering to 
furnish music for the Nebraska State Fair.

As many of our members will have gathered from the 
Press, our London branch has entered upon a campaign 
for the unionizing of the theatres and the payment of the 
union rates where such rates are not being paid. 

The first two theatres to be dealt with were the Ele- 
phant and Castle and the King’s, Hammersmith. 

Directly the fight commenced our Mr. Jesson notified 
the Orchestral Association of our having entered into a 
dispute, and expressed the hope that they would remain 
neutral, and not permit their members to take the places 
of our members who were on strike. 

Subsequently a conference was held between the 
Council.of the Association and delegates appointed by 
our London branch. During the conference it was urged 
by the Council that when the fight was won, the vacan- 
cies should be open for members of either of the two 
socicties, that it was unfair to adopt the policy of the 
“closed door” towards members of the Association. Our 
reply was, that if the members of the Association were 
loyal to the minimum rate they claim to have established, 
the theatres that were not paying such minimum were 
already closed to them. That if the A. M. U. took no 
action, they would remain closed, while if we succeeded 
in our demand for union men only, it would merely mean 
that a closed door would continue closed to Association 
men. One member of the Council said that if we adopted 
the policy, the Association would wreck our efforts by 
supplying musicians if the management paid their rate. 
Our reply was that if there was a dispute on, a musician 
who took an engagement during the dispute was a black- 
leg, no matter what he received, and we further pointed 
out that there were several Association men playing in 
the Elephant and Castle Theatre, as also several Guards- 
men, some of whom were also Association members. 

Several other members of the Council, who evidently 
consider with us that the general interests of the profes- 
sion are superior to those of any individual organization, 
asked if they could help by giving instructions for the 
withdrawal of their members. We replied that the time 
for withdrawal of the men had gone; that there was no 
advantage to be gained by same, and we outlined our 
fighting policy, which is as under: 

The management of a theatre who enters into a fight 
with the Musicians’ Union does not have the musicians 
only to fight; he has the entire trade union movement to 
fight. Trade unionists, generally speaking, earn the best 
money. They are, therefore, in a position to patronize 
places of amusement. When the musicians have a dis- 
pute our union reports the matter to the other trade 
unionists, and they adopt the simple but very effective 
policy of refusing to patronize the place of entertainment 
where the dispute is in progress. It calls for no sacrifice 
on the part of the trade unionists, and so long as the man- 
agement remains obdurate, so long does he continue to 
add to his losses. 

We do not care whether the management fills our 
places with other musicians; we don’t care if he fills his 
orchestra with Association men. The task we set him is 
to fill the places of the patrons we draw away. 

We also explained that it is in no way necessary to 
empty the theatre. All we have to do is to remove the 
high margin of profit, which we can esily do under al- 
most any circumstances. When we have a favorable 
field, that is to say, an industrial center, the effect of a 
rigorous boycott is seen in dwindling receipts and empty 
seats. 

As showing how our position is misunderstood, we 
may quote the case of the King’s, Hammersmith, where 
the management have issued a manifesto, stating that 
their orchestra are perfectly satisfied, and express their 
disgust at the demonstration they were treated to. We 
feel that it will serve a useful purpose if we make it clear 
that we are not concerned with the satisfaction of any 
particular orchestra or any particular man. Our concern 
is with the dissatisfaction expressed by our members 
against those non-members whose want of manhood or 
ability leads them to accept terms and conditions which 
are a standing danger and menace to the general body of 
musicians. The payment of low terms means the closing 
of many doors to the decent musicians. Our policy is to 
get them open, and the smug expressions of satisfaction, 
coupled with sneering remarks about “agitators,” will not 
turn our members from carrying on a fight to the bitter 
end. 

After a short and sharp struggle, in which the taxi 
cabdrivers played an important part, we were able to 
settle the dispute at the Elephant and Castle Theatre. 
The agreement to pay on the part of that management 
means that if they can pay the 6s. a show rate, every 
other management in London can do the same, and our 
London branch means to continue the fight until all the 
theatres have agreed to union men at.union rates. . 

As a result of the Elephant and Castle settlement, our 
Birmingham branch were able to conclude 2 similar set- 
tlement at three theatres within their jurisdiction. Union 
men at union rates in the above cases has meant increases 
of 3s., 5s., 7s., 9s., and 11s. a week extra on the salaries 
previously paid. 

The only fly in the ointment was the behavior of three 
of our own members, who refused to obey the instruc- 
tions given them. Our General Secretary made a state- 
ment at the crowded meeting of the London branch, 
which will bear repetition. He said: “I am bitterly dis- 
appointed at the failure on the part of certain musicians 





to realize their duty to their fellow members. In three 





cases men refused to obey the call ‘to strike.’ It has 
been said that the men should have been consulted first. 
Wasn’t that done? Have we not just taken a vote within 
the past few months, declaring in favor of a forward 
policy? Has not every member had the opportuiity to 
express an opinion? And was not the opinion in favor 
of such policy expressed in the form of.a 97 per cent ma- 
jority? Now, the position is: The members have de- 
clared for war. The committee and officials are the gen- 
erals and commanders, entrusted by the members to see 
the policy carried out. Is it usual, when the plan of cam- 
paign has been carefully thought out and planned, for the 
rank and file to be consulted as to whether they indi- 
vidually agree with the plan of campaign? In fights such 
as this, secrecy and swiftness of attack are generally half 
the battle, and if we had absolute loyalty the night we 
struck, the whole affair would have been settled, in my 
opinion, the following Monday round the table. While | 
am your leader I’m going to lead, and if the general 
opinion is that members can decide for themselves indi- 
vidually how far they will be obedient to instructions, I 
want it to be clear that my time is too precious to be 
wasting here, and I’m going to work entirely for the 
provinces, where they know the meaning of collective 
action.” The cheers which met this statement showed 
that the members were going to prove loyal to the union, 
and subsequent events proved it. 

One of the men who failed to act as he should have 
done came to see our General Secretary and Bro. Jesson. 
He said that he had had his money raised, that he had 
family responsibilities, and that he could not afford to 
give up his regular shop. It was pointed out to him that 
his money had been raised as the direct result of our 
fight, that other members who had come out had family 
responsibilities, and that if he came out he would be paid 
a guinea a week strike pay. He then said he was going 
to stick to the management, as he thousht the union 
would never be able to make them come to terms. One 
of these few acts of poetic justice now happened, for as 
he was leaving our club premises, representatives from 
the Elephant and Castle were on their way to settle the 
dispute on our terms. Not only have the disloyal men 
lost their engagements ; they have lost the respect of their 
fellow musicians. 

In all warfare, one can respect an honest opponent, 
and even if he is a keen fighter and gives one a tough 
struggle, it is always ‘possible to be friendly with him 
after the battle is ended. With the false friend, the man 
who has pretended tc be an ally, and who deserts to the 
enemy when the war begins, there can be nothing but 
contempt. , The side he has betrayed are not ready to for- 
give him, while the side he has sold himself to have not 
the slightest respect for him, and merely make use of him 
just so long as he serves their purpose. 

If some of our backsliders could only realize the fate 
in store for them, they would not be so ready to act the 
Judas.—The Musicians’ Report and Jaurnal of England. 
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TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 





Local No. 18, A. F. of M., of Springfield, Ill., cele- 
brated the twentieth anniversary of its founding on 
March 9, 1913. It was known on the records of the Na- 
tional League of Musicians as Local No. 88. When the 
A. F. of M. was organized in Indianapolis, Ind., October, 
1896, Mr. C. F. Rauth represented the Local, and it was 
given number 19 on the records of the A. F. of M. Mr. 
C. F. Rauth was elected the first president and has been 
reelected for every term since—an_ unprecedented 
record. 

Another unprecedented record is the fact that every 
male member of the Local was present on chis occasion. 
General Secretary Owen Miller was there and delivered 
an address, which was well received. 
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TOO MUCH LAWYER. 








The New York World tells us that a judge is on trial 
before the United States Senate, not for his life or lib- 
erty, but for his office. Acquitted, he remains upon the 
bench, if he will. Convicted, he retires with no other 
penalty than that which is involved in dismissal under 
charges. 

All of us know the judge to whom the World has 
reference—Archibold. 

Sitting in this capacity, the Senate is called a court of 
impeachment, but it more closely resembles a jury. 
When there is a full attendance, there are ninety-six 
members. More than one-third of them are lawyers. Is 
there another tribunal, high or low, anywhere else in 
America, where men accused of crime or misdemeanor, 
are judged to such an extent by men of their own order, 
class, trade, occupation or profession ? 

‘ Impeachment ought to be a sure and speedy remedy 
for judicial delinquencies, but it never has been and prob- 
ably never will be so long as the juries are made up of 
lawyers. There is hardly an element in our population 
that can be depended upon to discipline its own mem- 
bers, and lawyers are among our greatest delinquents in 
that respect. 

Yet lawyers rule the Republic. There are only 
120,000 of them in a population of more than 90,000,000. 
They dominate the three great departments of govern- 





ment most of the time, and they are never long dis- 
lodged from more than one of them. High as many mem- 
bers of the profession deservedly stand, in fact as well as 
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in the popular estimation, it is a condition of affairs that 
invites attention. ; 

There ought to be no ruling class in a republic, but 
if we must have a ruling class, it should not be made up 
exclusively of lawyers. They are under a greater tempta- 
tion than other people. The very nature of their private 
business unfits many of them, except at great personal 
sacrifice, for public service. Those who refuse to make 
the sacrifice, attempt to serve two masters, with the 
usual result that the latest employer becomes the real 
master. And the truth should be told. 

There are thousands of lawyers today devoting their 
time to profitably nullifying the people’s will as ex- 
pressed in law, to negotiations and conspiracies in the 
interest of monopolistic combinations, to the creation of 
false issues, legal and political, intended to exhaust the 
people’s patience and to action in an advisory capacity 
for the benefit of those who contemplate, at least, the 
evasion of the law. 

Every one of the public enemies against which the 
people have contended so long has behind it a batallion 
of lawyers trying to show how, even from the last ditch 
of conviction and judgment, the offender ‘may escape. 
Says the World: “Is there a cause anywhere so corrupt 
and oppressive that it cannot command at the bar and in 
politics, a host of lawyers against the liberty and welfare 
of the people?” 

We may well leave the ethics of the legal profession 
to its members. Some time, some day the high minded 
among them ‘will enforce the noble standards which they 
have set up. But in the meantime while we are waiting 
for this reform, we are foolish indeed to place our gov- 
ernment so largely in the hands of a class that has not 
yet learned to govern itself. No other country but the 
United States does it. Out of the six hundred and odd 
members of the British Parliament there are not fifty 
practicing lawyers. The United States is a lawyer- 
dominated government. 

Of course, the dynamiters on trial at Indianapolis 
“got theirs.” Had they been tried by a jury of profes- 
sianol dynamiters, they might have “come through” and, 
like the lawyers, or some of them, have continued to pose 
as exemplary citizens. The decrees of justice go awry 
sometimes.—Houston Labor Journal. 





A LITTLE JOKER. 
Perhaps the reason for sidetracking H. R. No. 202, 
is the appended H. R. No. 25805, introduced by Hon. 
Wm. Schley Howard, of the 5th Georgia District. The 
bill is all right, as far as the Marine Band is concerned, 
but it should not have been allowed to interfere with the 
passage of H. R. No. 202. The adoption of that bill would 
in no way have prevented the introduction of a bill in- 
creasing the pay and emoluments of the Marine Band. 
H. R. No. 202 would have removed all possible misinter- 
pretation of the vague phrase in the present Act, which 
says: “Shall not receive remuneration,” which has caused 
frequent controversi@s. 





H. R. 25805, 

In the House of Representatives, July 17, 1912. 

Mr. Howard introduced the following bill; which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Naval Affairs and ordered to be 
printed: 

A bill to promote the efficiency of the Marine Band. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
the band of the United States Marine Corps shall consist of one 
leader, whose pay and allowances shall be those of a captain in 
the Marine Corps; one second leader, whose pay shall be one 
hundred and fifty dollars per month; five principal musicians, 
whose pay shall be one hundred and twenty-five dollars per 
month; thirty first-class musicians, whose pay shall be one 
hundred dollars per month; twenty second-class musicians, 
whose pay shall be eighty-five dollars per month; and five third- 
class musicians, whose pay shall be seventy dollars per month. 

Sec. 2. That the second leader and the principal, first-class, 
second-class, and third-class musicians shall not be entitled to 
fuel, light, quarters, nor rations, nor any allowance thereror, 
except that when ordered by the proper authority on duty out- 
side the limits of the District of Columbia they shall be sub- 
sisted and quartered by the Government while on such duty; 
and that their rate of pay shall not be increased on. account of 
length of service 

Sec. 3. That such further sum as may be necessary to cover 
the increase in the pay of said ‘band provided by this Act be, 
and the same is hereby appropriated, to be paid out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, under the 
appropriation, “Pay, Marine Corps,” for the fiscal year ending 
June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and thirteen: Provided, That 
hereafter no member of said band shall be detailed, ordered or 
permitted to leave his post to engage in any pursuit, business. 
or performance in civil life for emolument, hire, or otherwise 
when the same shall interfere with the customary employment 
and regular engagement of local civilians in their respective arts, 
trades or professions.

TORONTO CONVENTION. 


Local No. 149, of Toronto, Canada, was chartered 
June 3, 1901. At the Buffalo convention of 1902 it was 
represented by three delegates, namely, D. A. Carey, 
Edward Jarrott and John Gowan, since deceased. The 
Dominion of Canada was formed into a district known 
as the Ninth District. D. A. Carey was elected as Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the district, and has been re-elected at 
every convention held since. This is the first time in 
the history of the A. F. of M. that a convention of the 
Federation will be held on Canadian soil, and if for no 
other reason, that fact ought to make it the banner con- 
vention in the annals of the organization. The largest 
previous convention was held in St. Louis in 1908. St. 
Louis has the advantage of being centrally located. 
There were 201 delegates representing 144 Locals out of 
481 Locals then on the roster. There were about 50,000 
members in 481 Locals. Now there are about 62,000 
members in 635 Locals, showing an increase of 12,000 
in membership and 154 in Locals. Nearly one-half, or 
to be exact, 308 Locals are within one night or less travel 
of Toronto. 

Toronto is a city well worth seeing, and the dele- 
gates may rest assured that under the able leadership of 
Mr. D. A. Carey and the enthusiastic support of his col- 
leagues, nothing will be lacking to make the stay of the 
delegates as pleasant as circumstances will allow. 

The Federation pays the hotel bills on the European 
plan, that is to say, room without board, and allows a per 
diem of $2.25 for each delegate for meals. The Locals 
pay the railroad fare and per diem of their respective dele- 
gates. Delegates can be chosen at any time previous to 
the convention. If credentials have not been received, 
or perhaps mislaid, apply to Secretary Owen Miller, 
3535 Pine street, St. Louis, Mo., and another set will be 
immediately forwarded. 

The Toronto convention will be the most important 
held to date. Much has occurred during the past year 
that will require deliberation and legislation. Every 
Local ought to be represented, if possible. Our Canadian 
brothers are, so to speak, “on their mettle,” and have 
determined to show their brethren of the States what 
genuine Canadian hospitality really means. Let us hope 
that the membership in the States will decide, in this 
case at least, unanimously in favor of “reciprocity,” by 
sending delegates.

Guy de Maupassant, the gifted Frenchman, answering 
the question, “What Is War,” wrote these scathing sen- 
tences: 

“Some hundred thousands of men come together, they 
march by day and night, without repose, without thought, 
without learning, without reading. Being useful to no 
one, they begin to putrefy in their own uncleanliness ; 
they lie in the mud like brutes, their minds stupefied. 
They plunder cities, set fire to villages, ruin nations. 
Upon meeting with a similar mass of human flesh, they 
attack it, causing blood to flow in streams, and cover the 
muddy, blood-filled earth with the pieces of dismembered 
human bodies. Mountains of dead bodies accumulate 
from which hands and legs have been torn and brains 
oozed out—of value to no one, finally to be thrown into 
a hole in some corner of the field, while at home the par- 
ents, wives and children perish from hunger—that is 
war! . 

In other words: to invade a country, to the man who 
defends his own home, to set fire to the novels of the 
poor and miserable who now have not even bread to eat, 
to break up furniture, to steal the smaller objects, to 
drink the wine in the cellars and allow the rest to flow 
away, to violate women and girls they meet on the 
street, to destroy millions of value and leave behind 
them indescribable misery and devastation—that is war! 





LEGALIZED ROBBERY. 


Last year the anthracite coal miners, after a strenu 
ous effort, succeeded in getting their wages raised. The 
self-constituted vicar of God, George Baer, to meet this 
raise in wages, saddled the cost on the consumer. The 
consumer growled a little, not at Baer, but the unreason- 
ing miner. It seems the Bureau of Labor, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., investigated and found that the miners were 
benefited to the extent of $4,000,000. but the holy and 
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godly vicars took $13,450,000 of the plunder from the 
consumer. What is the difference between this method 
of getting money and picking pockets? Coal was formed 
in the bowels of the earth for the use of man millions of 
years before pious Baer and his saintly colleagues ap- 
peared on the scene and grabbed the coal lands. If 
these thieves ever had a title to the anthracite coal lands, 
this one act of grand larceny has forefited it. The gov- 
ernment ought to seize the mines and jail the so-called 
owners. 
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MUSICIANS SHOW RIGHT SPIRIT. 


Musicians Local Union No. 112, of Joplin, Mo., at 
a recent meeting, decided to furnish a volunteer band 
for the big mass meeting for the miners at Webb City, 
Mo., every man agreeing to donate his time and services 
to the cause of organizing the miners. Organizer Marion 
Cope is profuse in expressions of appreciation of the 
magnanimous work of the Musicians’ Union. The spirit 
of fraternity here displayed is what will assist in organ- 
izing the miners of that district as no other effort will. 
When the members of one craft show that they feel a 
friendly interest in another craft, then will the different 
workers be drawn closer together. To the members of 
the Musicians’ Union is due much credit for the mag- 
nificent expression of brotherly love of one craft for an- 
other. Of such men are the organized labor forces com- 
posed as compose the Musicians’ Union, and assistance 
of this character will greatly aid in bringing about a 
thorough organization of the workers of not only this 
district, but of the whole State and Nation. 








AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Two members of.Mailers’ Union No. 6, of New York 
City, were recently fined by their union for failure to 
obey the laws and rules of their union, and being of the 
opinion that they were fined unjustly, took the matter 
into court. The cases came before Mr. Justice Amend 
for a decision with the result that the Justice decided the 
union was well within their rights in fining their mem- 
bers who refused to obey the wishes of their executive 
board of their union, the Justice holding that they had 
agreed to abide by the rules of their union, and the union 
had every right to adjudge them in contempt for not 
doing so. The case for the union was looked after by 
Lawyer Myles A: Walsh, who is entitled to consider- 
able credit in securing a decision of this importance, as 
it clearly defines the powers of a union over its member- 
ship. This case also demonstrated the necessity of a 
union having its Constitution and By-Laws as carefully 
written as possible in order to properly safeguard the 
rights of their members.

The membership of Local No. 70 were very 
fortunate in the matter of the tornado which 
visited Omaha on the evening of March 23, 
from the fact that none of our members are 
included among the dead or injured. Several 
of our members, however, suffered property 
loss. The residences of Albin Huster and 
Chas. B. Jones were completely demolished. 
the residences of Julius Thiele and Fred Borg- 
hoff and Mrs. M. E. 
ably damaged. 

The tornado passed through the residence 
portion of the city irom Ralston in the south- 
west, to Carter Lake, in the northeast. Thé 
storm came in by the way of 43d and Francis, 
following along just east of the Holy Sepul- 
shre Cemetery, striking Thiele’s residence and 
demolishing the residence of Albin Huster, 
and crossing at 40th and Farnam and Dodge, 
then continued southeast through the wealthy 
section, striking the Joslyn residence, passing 
east of St. Cecelia’s church and the Methodist 
Hospital, and right into the Bemis Park dis- 
trict, damaging the residences of Fritz Berg- 
hoff and Mrs. M. E. Eastman, at this point. 
The storm then crossed 33d between Cuming 
and Prospect Hill Cemetery, crossing Hamil- 
ton street between 33d and 29th streets, and 
followed at an angle across 24th and Lake 
streets, crossing 24th between Grant and Bin- 
ney streets, then diagonally across to about 
Spencer street and Sherman avenue. It was 
in this locality that the residence of Charles 
Jones was completely demolished. After the 
twister crossed Sherman it continued down to 
Carter Lake and disappeared. The path of 
the storm averaged about one-fourth of a mile 
in width and was five or six miles long. At 
this writing the number injured is 322, and 
the dead number 139. The property loss will 
not exceed $5,000,000.

AN APPEAL FOR AID. 


Denver, Colo., March 15, 1913.

A STATE ORCHESTRA, 


Representative Speiser, of the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature, sponsored a bill 
recently “to provide for the organiza 
tion and maintenance of a symphony 
orchestra to be known as the Penn- 
sylvania State Symphony Orchestra 
and making an appropriation there- 
for.” The projected orchestra is “to 
consist of not less than eighty-five 
persons or musicians and for such 
other persons in the capacity of solo- 
ists as he may deem from time to 
time necessary at a wage or salary to 
be determined and to be approved by 
the Governor.” The Superintendent 
of Public Instruct’on is empowered 
by the act “to enter into contracts 
with such players, musicians, director, 
or soloists for a period not to exceed 
the term of ten year..” The pro- 
posed symphony orchestra is to per- 
form for a period of not less than 
thirty-five weeks in any one year, and 
further are to play and perform not 
less than six performances per week 
during the aforesaid thirty-five 
weeks.” Other provisions in Repre- 
sentative Speisers bill are as follows: 

Sec. 4. The said symphony orches- 
tra is to perform during said thirty- 
five weeks at the cities of Philadel- 
phia, Coatesville, Parkersburg, Lan- 
caster, Harrisburg, York, Pittsburg, 
Carlisle, Altoona, Johnstown, Alle- 
gheny, Erie, Williamsport, Sunbury, 
Wilkes-Barre, Scranton, Hazelton, 
Easton, Allentown, Reading, Lebanon, 
Norristown, and such other place or 
places and at such times as may be 
directed by the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 

Sec. 5. The Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction ‘s authorized and di- 
rected to employ not more than ten 
persons who shall be employed in the 
management of hiring and leasing 
of theatres, concert halls and trans- 
portation of said orchestra. 

Sec. 6. The Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction is authorized and em- 
powered to take over any existing 
symphony orchestras which shall con- 
sist of not less than seventy-five mu- 
sicians and which shall have been in 
existence for a per‘od of not less than 
five years, making such payment for 
its library and other properties as he 


will deem necessary, which expendi-- 


ture is to be approved by the Gov- 
ernor. 

Sec. 7. The sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars or so much thereof 
as may be necessary is hereby speci- 











fically appropriated for the mainte- 
nance of said orchestra during the two 
fiscal years beginning October first, 
one thousand nine hundred and thir- 
teen. 

There is a large temptation to ex- 
patiate upon the merits of the fore- 
going scheme and to point out also 
wherein it is faulty, but the desire to 
discuss these points will be curbed 
until after the Musical Courier notes 
the ultimate disposition of the Speiser 
bill. For the present, it has been re- 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary 
Special, and that may mean the quiet 
permanent submersion of the

A SUCCESSFUL COMBINATION. 


Once the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra was to give a concert at one 
of the principal universities of the 
East, which is the possessor of a very 
pretty hall, albeit a small one.

The combination of 
the marble throne and the dignified, 
bald-headed German blowing earnest- 
ly into his long, black tube, in the 
very center of the limelight, as it were, 
overshadowing even the swaying con- 
ductor, was a huge success. Even the 
saddest, and most serious music could 
not rob the audience of its happy 
mood.—W. FE, Walter, in Harper’s 
Weekly.
